eel by Manchester, England and the cause exactly the same— 
Transportation. In Manchester we find at one time hun¬ 
dreds of factories and business houses and thousands of 
residences empty and falling down, this on account of high 
rail transportation to the sea which caused an exodus to 
cities more favorably located. At last the few remaining 
business men realized that something must be done and a 
ship canal was built to the sea which gave them their proper 
freight rates by which returned their former greatness as a 
manufacturing center until today we all know it is one of the 
greatest factory towns in England, if not the entire world. 

As stated in the beginning, Jefferson is located at the 
head of navigation on Cypress River and up to about 1874 
was the greatest jobbing town in Texas. The Texas and 
Pacific R. R. was built across Texas and to the early rail¬ 
roads were donated by the State of Texas 3,840 acres of 
West Texas land to every mile of road and it became neces¬ 
sary for these roads to boost West Texas in order to make 
their land valuable, and divert as much trade westward as

possible. Of course it is absolutely impossible for any rail¬ 
road to compete with water transportation and it was neces¬ 
sary to destroy this competition if possible. At the foot of 
Caddo Lake was a great raft or beaver dam, built by nature, 
which held the water in a basin, as it were, with backwater 
to Jefferson, below this dam was considerable fall and the 
agency at work realized that by cutting a hole in this dam 
the water would run out and no more steamboats could reach 
Jefferson which would leave the railroad free to advance 
freight rates and as a consequence destroy Jefferson as a 
manufacturing and jobbing point and move the trade west¬ 
ward. A bill providing for this destruction of commerce 
was lobbied through Congress, money appropriated, and 
work was promptly done in 1872 and the result as mentioned 
above was obtained to the entire satisfaction of the railroads. 

One freight rate was advanced after the other, business 
house after business house moved away and our town be¬ 
came a village.

Open Bids oil Caddo Lake Dam. Concrete and 
Steel Structure Will Be Designed to Provide 
River Navigation From Jefferson. 

[Extract from the Dallas News, February 27th, 1912.] 

“Bids were opened yesterday for the erection of a con¬ 
crete and steel reinforced solid dam at the foot of Caddo 
Lake. This is for the purpose of raising the water level in 
the lake and Cypress River above it so as to provide for 
steady navigation from Jefferson to the dam. 

The bid which Capt. Thomas H. Jackson, United States 
engineer in charge of the Texas-Louisiana work, with Dallas 
headquarters, has decided to recommend is that of the H. 
B. Thompson Company of Kansas City at $88,000 if the foun¬ 
dation is to be in part timbers with concrete capping, or 
$88,000 for all timber foundation with concrete capping. 
Which of the types is to be recommended the engineer is 
now working out. He will report both estimates in full, 
with specifications’.’ 

The bids are well within the appropriation for the work, 
which was somewhat more than $100,000.
